THE COMPROMISE AND ITS ENEMTES. 
Special Duspatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
New Oxxeans, Dec. 8.—The excitement which 
was caused by the adoption of the whole com- 
promise plan by the caucus of Oonservative 
members of the Legisiature has continued to- 
day. The opposition to the plan is based on the 
recognition of, and acquiesence in, the Kellogg 
Government and the present organization of the 
House. The Democratic members had an ex- 
tremely stormy session this morning. It was 
the first session open to the public which they 
have held since the 4th of January. Many 
members took occasion to reply to imputations 
as to their honesty end integrity, which had 
been cast upon them by McEnery and other 
speakers at the meeting on Saturday evening. 
The fight is between city and country members. 
Representative Kidd, of Jackson Parish, offered 


the following resolution aiming at McEnery, 
Ellis, Jones, Ogden, and other non-compro- 
misers: 1 

Wurnezas, On the night of the 6th inst., at the muss- 
meeting at Clay’s statue, certain violent and intem- 
perate declaimers took occasion to point out and oa 
cially signalize for denunciation and abuse highly- 
respectable, honorable, and honest men of this cau- 
cus; therefore, be it 

Resowed, That this caucus, knowing that these gen- 
tlemen, in common with the entire caucus, have acted 
from the best and purest motives, denounce in the 
most unmeasured terms this reckless and violent con- 
’ demnation of our members, and we will, upon all o¢- 
casions, Unanimously sustain our members against 
any and all such uncailed-for and unmerited imyputa- 
tions of their motives and abuse of their action, : 

Representative Bower, one of the Democratic 
city members who voted for compromise, said on 
Saturday night: I was held up to public ex- 
ecration, and the people, after exciting 
speeches cried out, Hang him! hang hin! I 
would say to them come on, and you will see who 
swings first. i think the action of the speakers 
that afternoon ungentiemanly, and I think it was 
wroug in Gov. McEnery in holding me up thus 
before the public seors.” 

Representative Hall, also Democrat, of Or- 
leans, and who was named by McEnery in his 
speech as having voted for the compromise, said: 
“Thad not thought at any ume of my life I 
would be held up as a traitor, and when I gee 
that several friends of mine refuse to recognize 
me; when I see men who signed that call, whom 
I know to have traveled with Warmoth; 
when such men hold me up to contempt, 1 
feel that I have a right to speak thus of the 
matter, and desire that people should know ail, 
and that all thiscaucus has done heretofore 
should be published.” 

While they were in session. H. Marr, 
CHAIRMAN OF THE COMMITTEE OF SEVENTY, 
appeared at the head of a sub-committee of that 
organization, asking definite information as to 
what the Legislative Caucus had really done, 
and presenting a resolution strongly condemn- 
ing the compromise plan as published. Iu his 
remarks he said: No action can possibly do us 
more harm than this attempt to denationslize 

this question.” a 

The caucus finally closed its doors to the 
publio, and remamed in § secret session 
some time, and - fisally adjourned till 
7 o'clock this evening, without action. 
They will take final ection to-night, This be- 
comes necessary from the fact that the Con- 
gressional Committee leaves to-morrow, unless 
it becomes necessary for them to go into the in- 
vestigation which the plan proposes. 

Democratic members complaiu greatly of 
OUTSIDE PRESSURE AND INTIMIDATING AGENCIES 
which are brought to bear against them, Their 
friends refuse in some cases to recognize them 
ov the street. The Bulletin fairly bristies with in- 
dignation. The leading articie this evening is head- 
ed. The Proposed Assassination of the State.” 
It declares that bribery and corruption exist, 
aud that monéy has been employed to carry the 
measure through the caucus. Some members 
declare that they wil not be bullied or badgered 
out of what they believe to be right, and declare 
that they will not texe the declarations of the 
mass meeting in New Orleans as the voice of 
State. Others have backed down and will to- 
night vote against the compromise.

Several Democratic 
members have declared their dete 
remain outside the Legislature without regard 
to what their caucus may decide upon; but 
Leonard, ‘leader of the compromisers, thinks 
they will all act together. If they should fall to 
do so the Republicans would be enabled to re- 
tain their majority. 

The report of the Congressional Committee 
will be tothe effect that the Conservatives elected 
a majority to the Legisiature, but that there 
was intimidation in the State. Messers. Hoar, 
Wheeler, and Prye will agree, and Marshall will 
make a minority report.

TOBACCO-8E OKING. 

Another great question which was brought up 
this morning was left unsettled, and the pros- 
pect is will yet rise to a lively contest before it 
shall be done with. That is the question of 
smoking in the Hall. By the sist rule, smoking 
is probibited. Nobody observes that rule—that 
is, nobody who cares to semoke—during recess. 
But the conscientious persons who officiate as 
doorkeepers, janitors, eto., atirregular intervals 
disagreeably remind smokers during recess 
thet smoking is prohibited. Thereupon 
the smokers aforesaii profanely advise 
doorkeepers, janitors, etc, to go to the 
d—j. As the doorkeepers, janitors, etc., 
at irregular intervals continue to remind smok- 
ers during recess of the rule, some of the latter, 
nettled thereat, procuréd a report from the 
Committee on Rules recotamending the abroga- 
tion of the rule. This was construed as licens- 
ing smoking during tbe session, and the enemies 
of the weed, in quite a flutter, wanted to know 
if they were to besmoked out. The smokers 
only desife to smoke the non-smokers out at te- 
cess, apd so explained. So, by geueral consent, 
the report was referred back. 

USURY. 

The House this morning gave decided expres- 
sion to its views on interest and usury laws 
by promptly tabling Parker's bill. This is 
the bill which fixed the legal rate at 7 per cent, 
aud made the penalty for contracting for more 
than that forfeiture of the entire interest and 
25 per cent of the principal. When the most is 
said agaiost this House it can’t be said they were 
so ignorant as to indorse any, project of such 
sort for making money cheap,—-the which should 
be put down to the credit of the House, which 
thus far has yery little standing to its credit.

REVISION OF THE REVENUE LAWS. 

The House Revenue Committee, which has 
under consideration the subject of an entire re- 
vision of the Revenue law, bas appointed Bogue, 
of Cook; Hubbard, of Marion; and Landrigan, 
a Sub-Committee to analyze the Pennsyl- 
vania system and collect data as to 
its operation. and report to the full Committee. 
The leading feacures of what was supposed to be 
the Pennsylvania plan were almost unanimously 
supported until it was found that under it lands 
were not exempt from taxation except for State 
levies, and that there was no State levy for 
school purposes. Then it was thought that the 
Committee wanted to learn the details of that 
system, and the Sub-Commuttee was appointed. 
It is understood now that a majority of the 
Committee will probably report in favor of 
striking out the State levy for school purposes 
and enacting in lieu thereof a law requiring each 
county to 

MAKE LEVIES FOR SCHOOLS 
in each school district for not less than a speci- 
fied term annually. This, it is stated, would 
make it practicable to reduce the levies for State 
p , including the completion of the new 
State-House, to about $1,500,000. That amount 
it is proposed by the friends of the new scheme 
to raise by levies upon the gross earnings of 
railways, express, insurance, and transportation 
companies, and in the capital stock of incorpo- 
rated companies, not paying dividends, such as 
building associations, etc., and on bank divi- 
dends. What otherrevenue may be required it 
is the plan 
TO RAISE BY LICENSE-TAX 
on wholesale and retail dealers, the professions, 
and manufacturing companies. The Sub-Com- 
mittee is now engaged in collecting data on 
which to frame a schedale by which to raise the 
necessary amount, No definite plan has yet 
been suggested, and it is hardly likely that the 
details will be settled for some time, though there 
is a general disposition to get the question be- 
fore the House ‘by | at the earliest 
day practicabie. One of the points 
as to which there will probably be 
much discussion is as to the exemption of rail- 
roads from local taxation, and subjecting them 
only to State levies. There may also be a ques- 
tion as to the striking out of the State levy for 
school purposes. But if that be not done ths 
amount to be raised for State purposes will bo 
so great that the whole project will, in all prob- 
ability, be dropped.

President Grant sent.a message to the 
Senate yesterday with a number of docu- 
ments relating to affairs in Arkansas.

It may be that the 
position of the President is technically cor- 
rect ; yet we believe that interference with the 
constituted Government of Arkansas, which 
has brought prosperity and peace to that un- 
happy State, would be contrary to a broad 
and enlightened public policy. 
‘ ELECTING A PRESIDENT. 

Mr. Senator Morron’s proposition toamend 
the Constitution in the particular of electing 
the President and Vice-President of the United 
States provides generally that the people 
shall vote for these officers in districts, and 
that the person having the highest number of 
votes in each district shall be considered“as 
having one vote, and the person having the 
greater number of these district votes, if a 
majority of the whole, shall be declared elect- 
ed. This amendment dispénses with the ma- 
chinery of the Electoral College, but retains 
in the number of electoral votes apportioned 
to the people of each State the two allowed 
for the Senatorial representation. 

The reason given for adhering to the elect- 
oral system is, that the people of the smaller 
States would probably never vote to ratify 
an amendment to the Constitution which 
would deprive them of any part of their 


present advantage and undue weight in the 


electoral vote, because of the addition of ‘the 
two Senatorial votes. We think this objec- 
tion has been magnified. ‘ The electoral vote 
in 1876 will be 292 Representative and 74 
Senatorial; total, 366. The percentage of 
the Senatorial vote is about 20 per cent of 
the whole. Its proportion, however, varies 
greatly, as applied to the several States It 
is equal to 100 per cent of the Representative 
vote of Rhode Island, and 200 per cent of 
the same vote of Delaware, Nebraska, Neva- 
da, and Oregon. It is equal to 67 per cent of 
the Representative votes of Florida, Kansas, 
Minnesota, New Hampshire, Vermont, and 
West Virginia. It doubles the vote of 
Rhode Island, and trebles thatof Delaware, 
Nebraska, Nevada, and Oregon. It is equal 
to 50 per cent of. the Representative vote of 
Connecticut. But these small States are not 
all to remain small States. It is not likely 
that Rhode Island, Vermont, New Hampshire, 
Delaware, or Nevada will ever increase their 
proportionate population in the country, but 
Kansas, Nebraska, Oregon, Minnesota, West 
Virginia, and even Fiprida, will all in time 
become populous States. The objection, 
therefore, on the ground that the small States 
will lose their present extraordinary advantage 
will be confined to Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Rhode Island, Connecticut, Dela- 
ware, South Carclina, and Nevada These 
are the only States where the loss of the dis- 
proportionate vote in the Electoral College 
will be serious or permanent. Now let us see

ble for its defeat. 

The electoral advantage the little States 
have now in casting the Senatorial electoral © 
votes is more fanciful than real. Vermont or 
Delaware, for instance, would count heavier 
in the general regult of a popular vote than 
she can in the Electoral College, Her majority 
for her candidate may exceed that given by 
New York or Illinois in case they should be 
closely balanced. On the popular-vote plan 
of electing a President, the vote of the States 
would count on the result just as the vote of 
counties do for Governor of a State. And 
this is fair for all sides and parties. 

An apportionment of districts by Congress 
for the election of a President would of ne- 
cessity be a universal scheme of partisan un- 
fairness and jerrymander. This one point 
alone is necessarily fatal to the whole plan, 
and yet it is a necessity, perhaps, of any plan 
which retains the electoral system, or which 
places the election of a’ President on any 
other than a representative vote. If Mr. 
Morrow will change his plan, so as to provide 
for the election of a President and Vice-Pres- 
ident by the aggregate and direct vote of the 
whole people, he will get rid of all the em- 
barrassing adjuncts which render the plan 
objectionable. | 

But it is objected that, if the people 
be allowed to vote directly for President, 
when there are several candidates a Presi- 
dent may be elected who received but a 
minority of the whole vote. That is true, 
and is true of the present system, and is a 
result that cannot be avoided in any way. 
It has occurred repeatedly during the last 
thirty years. In 1848, Gen, Taylor received 
56 per cent of the electoral vote, and only 47 
per cent of the popular vote; in 1856 Bu- 
chanan got 58 per cent of the electoral vote, 
and only 44 per cent of the popular vote; in 
1860 Lincoln got 59 per cent of the electoral 
vote, and only 39 percent of the popular vote ; 
in 1864, he got 91 per cent of the electoral 
vote, and 55 of the popular vote; in 1872 
Gen. Grant received 82 per cent of the elect- 
oral vote, and only 55 per cent of the popu- 
lar vote. We quote these to show 
that, under any indirect system of voting, a 
minority candidate may be elected, and that 
this»result has taken place repeatedly. The 
present system of allowing extra votes, hav- 
ing no represeritative character, invites and 
produces such results. The eight States we 
have named have a population of 700,000 less 
than Pennsylvania, and 1,400,000 less than 


| New York, and they have 40 votes for Presi- 


dent, while Pennsylvania has but 29 and New 
York 35. 

The best and most certain protection against 
fraud is in committing the election direct to 
the people. In that case a fraud of 10,000 
votes in New York and 10,000 in Philadel- 
phia would only count 20,000 in an aggregate 
of 7,000,000 of votes cast in the whole 
Union, while under the present system the 
like frauds may determine the choice of sixty- 
four electoral votes gut of 366. The possi- 
bility of having the general result determined 
by such frauds as are now common in large 
cities will be so reduced, and the results to 
be accomplished by them become 80 remote 
that their practice will not compensate the 
necessary Outlay and risk. 

In an election conducted on this plan, 
every man will have the privilege of voting 
directly for the candidate of his.choice, which 
is something he cannot do now, nor un- 
der any indirect system. We hold that 
the right to vote for President is not 
confined to the choice of one of two 
candidates; the voter should not be de- 
nied the privilege of voting for whom he 
pleases, and having it counted. Yet this 
would not have the effect of multiplying 
parties. The removal of the slavery 
question has taken away from our 
polities the main cause for third 
parties, and hereafter the people generally 
will divide between two great parties. There 
may be individual protests, but the scattering 
vote will not be so likely to result in the 
choice of a plurality candidate as now. We 
think Mz Morron’s idea of remodeling the 
system ofelecting President and Vice-Presi- 
dent, with a view of avoiding complications 
that may prove perilous to the peace and in- 
tegrity of the Union, is a wise one; and we 
think, further, that any reform having such a 
purpose can best be accomplished by placing 
within the hands of the people the direct 
means of preserving their own institutions. 
They are not to be corrupted, as will almost 
any intermediate agents appointed to do for 
them what they can better do for themselves. 

— 
THE LOUISIANA DEMOCRACY. 

The people of Louisiana have been for some 
time past in the presence of a political prob- 
lem, the solution of which, under the circum- 
stances in which the State and country are 
placed, has baffled Congress, the people most 
directly concerned in the settlement, our 
statesmen, and our best lawyera, The Nation- 
al Legislative body, the Courts, an uprisen 
and indiguant people, have in turn endeavor- 
ed to find a remedy for the evil. The evil, 
however, remains. Like all other evils, it 
was evil in its origin. But we are beyond 
the origin now, and the people of 
Louisiana are called upon to deal 
with matters as they are, not as they 
should be. They have no alternative but to 
aceept the problem as it is, and find for it 
the best solution they can, The Courts, 
Congtess, and the dissatisfied among them- 
selves, having failed to cure the wrong, what 
was the duty of the people of Louisiana, or, 
rather, of that portion of the people who 
feel themselves aggrieved by the perpetua- 
tion of Kellogg's power? To arbitrate, to 
compromise, aud yet to sacrifice no principle 
of constitutional right. It became their 


duty, as members of the body politic, to do 


that which individuals are ¢alled upon to do 
every day in the ordinary affairs of life,—to 
choose between two evils, and submit to the 
lesser; to subordinate personal considera- 
tions and party interests to the good of the 
whole people of the State ; to endure, for the 
sake of peace, of good order, and of public 


and agreed to submit to the arbitration of the 
Congressional Conmittee. The reasons they 
addaced for taking that step are sound, and 
fally warranied its taking. They were to 

“adjast the difficultiés . growing out 
of the general election of 1872,” 
that such an adjustment “was nec- 
essary to the re-establishmént of pence 
and order in the State.” By a vote of 38 yeas 
to 27 nays, it was agreed by the Democratic 
members that the General Assembly, without 
approving the same, should ‘not disturb the 
KxLL o Government, or seek to impeach the 
Governor for any past, official acts; that it 
would accord to the Governor all necessary 
and legitimate support in maintaining the 
law and advancing the peace and prosperity 
of the people of the State,” By this com- 
promise no principle was sacrificed. The 
Ketroge Government, it was solemnly de- 
clared, was not, as to its inception, to be ap- 
proved. But, to insure peace and order, 
which, it was confessed, could be insured in 
no other way,—which repeated experiment 
had shown could not be preserved in any 
other way,—to advance the cause of law, and 
to further the prosperity of the whole State, 
the existing Government was to be accepted 
as the de facto, not the de jure, Government, 
which all should recognize. In this arbitration 
and resolution there is an amount of political 
virtue and statesmanship which would have 
done credit to the Louisiana Democracy had 
they abided by it as they promised to do. It 
could emanate only from a people fitted for 
self-government, and would have been-the 
best conceivable demonstration that the 
people of Louisiana were able to take care of 
themselves, and the strongest rebuke that 
could be administered to any authority seek- 
ing unlawfully to interfere in their domestic 
affairs. Had the Louisiana Democracy ac- 
cepted the terms of the compromise, they 
would have won the regard—nay, the admira- 
tion—of the whole American people. Instead 
of this, however, they, or a large portion of 
them, have issued a manifesto repudiating it 
in toto,—a manifesto: which shows too plainly 
that they prefer the interests of a faction to 
those of the whole people, arid subordinate 
their individual interests to those of law, of 
peace, and to the prosperity of the State. 
By this act they will lose much of the 
sympathy they have so lately won from the 
people of the North. Had the parties to the 
compromise yielded any principle,—had they 
not in express terms affirmed that their ac- 
tion was not an approval of the Ketioac 
Government, there might be some excuse for 
this rejection of the agreement. But, made 
only in the interests of law, peace, good or- 
der, of the greater good of the State, the re- 
fusal of the Democracy to accept it means 
only that, for law, peace, good order, and the 
greater good of the State, they care but little, 
when their individual ambitions come in ¢on- 
flict with them. The recognition of the Nxx- 
Lo Government was a recognition under 
protest,—hence there was not any alienation 
of right or liberty, as those fire-eaters claim 
in their passionate appeal. Forced upon the 
people at a time when all other means had 
failed, it was the duty of all to accede to 
it, the more so as the leaders of both Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties had agreed to 
enter into the com promise. 

Now, what is the regult of the Democratic 
action? The people arekeptin a continual 
turmoil. Insecurity reigns through the 
length and breadth of the whole State of 
Louisiana ; for who can tell at what time civil 
war may break out there once more? The 
effect on the credit of the State is most dis- 
astrous. Capital will give it a wide berth. 
Its recuperation is postponed by a number of 
years. The sympathies of many of its 
new friends are lost to it. And this is what 
the Louisiana Democracy have done for the 
State by setting self above law, order, and 


the general welfare. 


THE PROGRESS OF THE SOUTH. 

An article in the last number of the Nation 
on Southern Society, though not entirely 
unpartisan in spirit, contains some striking 
suggestions as to the original cause of the 
continued disturbances in some of the South- 
ern States. It is to be songht in the desperate 
and lawless customs of ‘the South, growing 
out of the condition of slavery before the 
War, and encouraged and developed by the 
War itself. The habits of the Southern peo- 
ple for generations recognized murder under 
certain circumstances as a mark anda privilege 
of chivalry. Personal animosity, or what we 
call “‘malice prepense,” was regarded as a 
justifi¢ation at the South, while it has always 
been an aggravating eircumstance and mate- 
rial evidence of murder in the first degree at 
the North. It was the custom of the people 
to take the law into their own hands and 
avenge their personal wrongs. An offense 
against honor or dignity required of the 
offended person to call the aggressor to 
account; the failure to do so involved social 
ostracism. Men went about with their re- 
volvers and bowie-knives, ready to resent the 
most trivial insults, Murder was only pun- 


‘ished when it was committed for the purpose 


of robbery ; it was scarcely prosecuted when 
it waa the result of personal or political dif- 
ferences between men. This recognition of 
a Southern adaptation of the Corsican ven- 
detta was the outgrowth pf the existence of 
slavery. Slavery fostered a general disregard 
for human life. If slavéry could have been 
eliminated from the South without supplying 
any incentive to the lawless disposition of 
the people, their customs might have 
changed more rapidly than they have; but, 
slavery being suddenly and forcibly abolish- 
ed, the illiterate bondsmen were suddenly 
placed upon a footing of political equality 
with their former masters, and the rule of the 
knife and the pistol was diverted from 
its former adjustment of difficulties be- 
tween whites, and brought to bear 
upon the blacks.’ The latter ceased to 
be valuable and desirable chattels, and 
their lives had become even more valueless 
than those of white men. Many of the 
whites treated the negroes who offended 


| them as they treated each other before the 
War when there was a supposed grievance or 
insult, The ‘‘ chivalrous” element at the 
South founda despised race suddenly elevated 


to political supremacy by reason of a recon- 
struction which deprived the leaders of the 
whites in the Rebellion of the right to vote,

tablished tribunals of justice. With the strong 
influence of habit, and the constant provoca- 
tion in the relations of the despised race to 
the whites, the natural tendency would have 
been to increase the practice of killing where 
there was any offense, real or imaginary. The 
fact is, that this tendency, as compared with 
the ante-War condition, is slowly but surely 
being suppressed. There are various reasons 
for it. The introduction of Northern people 
into the South, though sometimes vicious in 
a political sense, has had the effect of dis- 
countenancing the old-time appeal to deadly 
weapons. Murder is more frequently pun- 
ished, or atleast less frequently justified; 
and, instead of being chivalrous, it is now 
brought into a certain contempt and con- 
tingent danger. Formerly it was accom- 
panied by neither, unless it was committed 
with purpose of gain. 
Another reason is, that what is regarded as 
a common indignity has united the whites 


against the negroes in those States where the 


latter are in political supremacy. The dan- 
gerous habit of the whites to resort to arms 
against each other is thus broken up. In 
those States where the whites have regained 
political control, the negroes have ceased to 
be a naturally antagonistic race. They no 
longer occupy a supremacy hateful to the 
whites, and have ceased to be the targets for 
pistol practice or the subjects of anatomical dis- 
section forthe bowie-knife on account of their 
politics. In these States—the two Virginias, 
Maryland, Delaware, North Carolina, Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky, Missouri, Georgia, Texas— 
there is a more peaceable condition and great- 
er security for human life, white and black, 
than there was before the Civil War. There 
are but three or four of the Southern States 
—notably Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, 
and South Carolina—where the transition 
process is still disturbed with outrages. 
There has been progress even in these States 
toward a peaceful condition, though it is not 
so marked as in the others. This progress i; 
evinced in the more liberal character of the 


legislation affecting the negroes and the man- 


ner in which the latter are treated. 

The Legislatures of North Carolina, Missis- 
sippi, Georgia, Alabama, South Carolina, 
Florida, Virginia, Tennessee, Texas, and 
Louisiana, convened immediately after the 
close of the Rebellion, enacted laws, under 
the sanction of Anny Jonxsox, calculated to 
oppress the colored race in a degree only sec- 
ond to that of actmal slavery. They made 
negroes incompetent as witnesses ; declared 
marriage between blacks and. whites illegal, 
and affixed a penalty on those who solemnized 
these marriages ; discriminated against the 
blacks by attaching more severe punishments 
for the same offenses ; established cruel ap- 
prentice laws ; instituted vagrant acts of the 
greatest hardship to the blacks ; prohibited 
the blacks from renting or leasing lands out- 
side of incorporated cities ; forbade them car- 
rying concealed Weapons, though giving 
whites this privilege ; and, in various otb- 
er unjust and malignant ways, sought 
to perpetuate the spirit and restore 
the substance of slavery, though the 
form had disappeared. Progress at the South 
is indicated by the repeal of all those laws, 
and the general disappearance of the senti- 
ment that prompted them. 

With these retrospective facts before us, 
the future prospects for the South are by no 
means gloomy. The whole country is to be 
congratulated upon the great progress to- 
wards peace and conciliation which has al- 
ready been made in spite of the many serious 
and seemingly insurmountable obstacles, 
This progress is a promise for better things 
in the future. The murderous propensity of 
the Southern people is losing its force as a 
habit. The hostility to the blacks is disap- 
pearing as rapidly as they are permitted to 
resume the position to which their propor- 
tionate numbers and comparative intelligence 
entitle them. The population of the South 
is, in round numbers, 10,000,000 of whites 
and 5,000,000 of blacks, with the latter pre- 
dominating in three States. As long as the 
** color-line” exists, as long as there is a 
white man’s party and a black man's 
party, the whites are entitled, under 
the rule of the majority, to the 
political control. Asa race, the whites are 
comparatively intelligent and educated, on 
account of their superior advantages in the 
past, and the blacks are ignorant and poor. 
The whites are thus entitled to the social su- 
premacy, ag long as the issue of color and 
the political divisions of race prevail, We 
believe, however, that the true solution of 
the troubles at the South will be the division 
of the blacks between the various parties. 
The whites are ready and eager to divide 
whenever the race-issue or color-line shall 
disappear. Of this we shall take occasion to 
say something more in another article, We 
only point to it now as the natural course by 
which the blacks may obtain a speedy and 
effectual recognition of their political value, 
which will be accompanied with a full recog- 
nition of their political apd civil rights. 
When this shall come, we do not believe that 
the old murderous habit of the South can be 
revived, and intimidation ” and “‘ chivalry ” 
will disappear together. 


DR. DE KOVEN'S ELECTION, 

The election of Dr. De Koven to the Tli- 
nois Episcopate has already aroused the hos- 
tile criticism of the Low-Churchmen, and 
two of the strongest representatives, Dr. 
Sor vax, of Trinity, and Dr. Powrrs, of St. 
John’s, opened their batteries last Sunday, 
and poured a hot fire of heavy shot into the 
election and the Ritualistic proclivities of the 
Bishop-elect. Their sermons fairly bristled 
with indignant protestations, and, if they are 
at all indicative of the character of 
the forthcoming struggle between Rit- 
ualism and anti-Ritualism in this Dio- 
cese growing out of Dr. Ds Kovsn’s 
election, it will at least not be wanting in 
vigor, intensity, and interest, Neither of 
theclergymen alluded to treated the matter 
mincingly, indirectly, or by the round-about 
manner characteristic of most clergymen 
when they are dealing with matters inside 
theirown denominations. They struck straight 
at the mark, and the mark wasDr. DeKoven. 
Dr. Suiiivan states the situation in the fol- 
lowing positive manner : 

It will be asked: Do I then chem e the theology 
which the recent Convention honored oy elevating it 
to the Episcopate of this Diocese with having over- 
passed these limite? In the sense of having over- 
passed these limits so far as’ to become an absolute 
heresy, authoritatively condemned he the Church, I

Dr. Surzrvan is not only discontented with 
the election itself, but equally so with the 
manner of it—“ the memory of the illegal 
votes and other- unworthy subterfuges by 
which the advocates of Ritualism in a 
measure secured their end.” Dr. Powrns is 
even more bitter, and emphasizes this point 
as follows: 

Taere were exhibitions of partiality, 1 
tion, and partisanship, to say nothing of bad taste and. 
bad manners, which were discreditable to any body of 
gentlemen met to consider and settle any question of 
public or private interest. The Constitution of the 
Church itself was plainly violated. The ruling of the 
Chair was, in the opinion of some just men, several 
times unfair and unparliamentary. Debate was more 
than once cut off where members hada right to be 
heard, or, if not aright, where courtesy would not 
have refused speech. There were specimens of talk 
which no term but “ pettifogging can properly char- 
acterize. Anda kind of tactics evidently learned in 
places remote from the Church was practiced with the 
ease of a long experience, 

Two more extracts will serve to show Dr. 
Powers’ views as to the eleétion : 

Those who think that the Church in thie Diocese is 
to go forward to success and prosperity through the 
assertion of arrogant claims and priestly assumptions, 
irres} ective of that kind of religious work and influ- 
ence which demonstrate tiibir blessed utility, are the 
victims of a miserable deuson. The people, as a 
mass, will not be deluded by any display of Ritual, 
nor be imposed upon by the assertions of the most 
audacious ecclesiastical prerogative, 

Let men put their consciences into the hands of any 
class, however lofty their claims to apostieship ; let 
men believe that any class, by virtue of their posi- 
tion, become the diepensers of Divine grace, and can 
give or withhold the gifts of Heaven, and you have a 
set of slaves who can be led at will. The history of 
the Roman Church is full of instructive examples. 
Once acknowledge the claims of a priesthood, and the 
way is paved for superstition and thralidom. 


An “outsider,” or @ man of the world, 
however, may take a calmer and less impas- 
sioned view of the subject. Both Drs. Sur 
LIvAN and Powrxs are disappointed at the re- 
sult of the election, and had other candidates 
‘whom they wished to see elected, and there- 

fore speak with warmth and with more or legs 
of prejudice. Matters may not prove to be as 
black as they fear. As to Dr. Dx Koven’s in- 
tellectual ability there is no contest. As to 
his executive ability, all seem to be agreed. 
No voice has yet been heard to speak against 
his Christian character. Being a man of in- 
tellectual and executive ability, and a sincere 
Christian, he will undoubtedly, in case of his 
confirmation, come into the Episcopate 
with a realizing sense of the con- 
ditions attaching to it. He is not 
an arrogant, ambitious, domineering, com- 
bative, aggressive man, as some Bishops have 
been, and, therefore, although he will live 
and die in his beliefs and isms, it is altogether 
unlikely that he will do anything to foment 
discords in his Diocese, that he will become 
the leader of a Ritualistic faction, or that he 
will assume any risks of impairing the useful- 
ness of the Church in Illinois by creating 
divisions in it. There are otaer reasons why 
he should take this (o re. He was elected 
by a very small and Vounorful vow, after con- 
siderable financierin;; upon the part of his 
friends,—a vote so sm ill, in fact, that he cannot 
construe it to mean @ general invitation to 
come into the Diocese, and there stil] attaches to 
that vote the suspicior.of irregularity. Again, 
the seventy votes Wich Dr. Dz Koven re- 
ceived in the clergy and laity were not all 
Ritualistie votes by any sort of means. On 
the contrary, the riajority of them were 
anti-Ritualistic, and were cast either because 
the voters had perfect confidence in him as a 
Christian gentleman, or did not repose any 
faith in the rumors touching his dogmatic 
beliefs, All these facts would naturally be 
weighed by a man of Dr. De Koven’s ability 


and churchly veneration, and, being weighed, | 


would lead him to the conclusion that it was 
the wish of the Episcopate that he should 
come in as its Bishop, and not as a Ritualistic 
proselytizer. When Dr. Dz Koven attempts 
to take the Episcopate and deliver it to the 
Vatican, or shows symptoms of such purpose, 
then will be the time to stop him. Until 
then, it does not seem to an outsider there is 
any grave danger threatening it. 
SPECIE-RESUMPTION IN FRANCE. 

M. Vicror Bonner has contributed to the 
Revue de Deuz Mondes two articles on 
French finance. The first treats of the pay- 
ment of the German indemnity, and the sec- 
ond of the management of the currency since 
the war of 1870. They have been translated 
by Mr. Gronda Waxes and published by 
AppLeton. The two, taken together, are a 
valuablo guide to resumption. 

At the conclusion of the war, France, after 
having lost by it, according to the Minister of 
Finance, 81, 887, 776,400, directly and indi- 
rectly, had to bind herself to pay Germany 
within three years the almost incredible sum 
of $1,000,000,000 and interest. She did so 
with comparative ease. The frugality of the 
French, despite their intense love of pleasure, 
is great. It is due in great part to the divis- 
ion of land and the freehold system. Thrift 
is one of the crops which afarm produces. 
Mr. Joux Sruarr Mul has drawn a striking 
picture in his Political Economy” of the 
vast impetus given to French production and 
economy by the working of the Land laws. 
Sir Ropzerr Peet once asserted that in En- 
land one person in five spends his entire in- 
come or savings, while in France there is 
scarcely one in forty who does the 
same; the other thirty-nine make sav- 
ings.” M. Bonner calonlates the national 
savings, since 1815, at $600,000,000 a year. 
Moreover, from 1855 to 1870. France was 80 
prosperous that the foreign exchanges were 
in her favor. She therefore got more than 
she gave, so that her wealth increased apace. 
She made foreign nations her debtors. * In 
1870, she was able to transfer $400,000,000 of 
the debts owed her by foreigners to Ger- 
many. This wiped out more than one-third 
of the indemnity, without drawing a franc 
from the stock of specie in the country. 
France held a number of the securities of 
other nations. She sold these (we again 
take M. Bonner's figures) tor 9200, 
000,000, and transferred the

It is difficult to argue from the one country 
to the other, from France to America, be- 
cause the commercial and economical hubits 
of the two are so widely different. There 
are, however, two great facts which underlie 
the history of resumption in France, and 
which apply everywhere. Resumption was 
possible, because (1) the country had a large 
stock of the precions metals on hand, and (2) 
the foreign exchanges were favorable. ‘The 
latter reason really involves the former, so 
that we may restrict our inquiries to it, 
France exported part of almost every. 
thing she grew, mined, or manufac. 
tured. She sent abroad her products 
in the raw and the finished state; Her 
foreign trade has trebled since 1855. By ex- 
porting the fruit, not only of the plow and 
the hoe, but of the anvil and the loom, she 
has been enabled to meet all her obligations 
to other nations and put them in her debt, 
Her foreign credits were so large that, as we 
have already stated, she could transfer 
$400,000,000 of them to Germany. If she 
had pursued our plan of preventing exporta- 
tion of manufactures by a high tariff, she 
cvuld not have kept her paper any nearer par 
than we have kept ours, and the day of re 
sumption would be as far off at Paris a9 iti 
at New York. 

If we are to resume before the greaileits 
are older than MeravuseLau, we must do as 
France has done,—export manufactures as 
well as agriculture. At present we can send 
only our surplus farm products abroad,’ 
Their small value in great space and weight 
makes them the most unprofitable kind of ex- 
ports. What we need to do is to send to the 
nations of the world the products of our 
highest skill and our best labor,—things 
which have great value in small space and 
weight. But this is precisely what our high 
tariff prevents being done, by making the 
manufacturer pay more for his raw materials, 
his mchinery, his labor, etc., than his for 
sign rival does. It thus shuts ‘nim out of all 
foreign markets, and gives him only the pre- 
cariovs high profits of a glutted home market 
in exchange. It is by shunning such folly

That much the illegal serviog of a sum- 
mons upon him in Canada on Friday bas se- 
cured. An old Mianesotian, aud ex-Sheriff, 
happens to live in Montreal. He knew Bill King 
well, and heard of some of his strange doings. 
Last week this Minnesotian telegraphed here to 
the Sergeant-at-Arms that he could serve King 
with a summons if the papers were speedily and 
secretly sent. Tbey were, and at Compton, 115 
miles from Montreal, in the Dominion, on a 
great stdck-farm, this old Minnesotian fell in 
with his old, friend Bill King, kaown in Canada 
by a very different name, and placed in his hand 
a copy of the Sergeant's summons. 

KING WAS SURPRISED, 

but bis very ‘ejaculation showed a studied pur- 
pose to evade the process of the House. Tue 
service did bring to bis knowledge the fact that 
an investigation is going on, and that he is 
wanted. This he seems not to have been able 
to officially learn, although his own family and 
most iatimate friends reside here. The 
Ways and Means Cemmittee, to test the 
sense of the House as to the proper course 
of procedure, brought in a resolution reciting 
that King, for the purpose of avoidlug tue ser- 
vice, fled to the Domimiou of Canada; that on

FLED TO CANADA.

As the oilicer approached the place 
of bis concealment he fled again to Canada, and 
registered ata hotel m Montreal under an aé- 
sumed name. Thence he went to Compton, 115 
miles from Montreal. His place of con- 
cealment became known, and the 
officer succeeded in placing a copy of 
the summons in his hands. Kiug remarked that 
the service would do no good, as he was not in 
tae jurisdiction of the United States.

Meeting of the General Convention 
of the Chicago Alliance, 

A meeting of the General Convention of the 
Chicago Temperance Alliance was held at Room 
27 of the Palmer House at 4 p. m. yesterday, and 
was attended by about twenty-five of its mem- 
bets. The chair was taken, in the absence of the 
Tresident, by Dr. Felton, After an opesing 
prayer by the Rey. Mr. Parkhurst, the minutes 


of the preceding meeting were read. 
THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

submitted their report for the month of January, 
which stated that immediately after their ap- 
pointment they proceeded to the performance of 
the duties imposed upon them, and among others 
that of perfecting au organization, The report 
further set forth that since their last meeting 
Mr. Orrin W. Potter bad resigned, and Mr. 
Thomas Moulding been appointed in his place; 
that a ratification tang had been held at Far- 
well Hall the Ist of February; that the Publica- 
tion Committee had been directed to print 5,000 
copies of the constitution, by-laws, and list of 
officers of the Alliance, aad also 5,000 copies of 
the inaugural address by Prof. Moes, 
which he read at the Farwell 
Hall meeting; that the Committee on Pi-

AN AVALANCHE. 


A Family Swept Out of Existence, 
From the Quebet Chronicle, Feb, 4. 

Nestling under the promontory of Cape Dla- 
mond are numberless homesteads of the hardy, 
industrious people of whom Quebec is jusily 
proud. Many of these houses are of wood, pro- 
tected from the fall of gravel and shale by 
wooden uprights, and, perhaps, safe enough in 
their wav. Examples have occurred to show 
that no dependence whatever may be placed upon 
such safeguards, and it is plain enough now 
that they afford no Fag oe > ainst snow, 
The storm which in the night before 
last, and inmereased in force yesterday 
served to pile an additional load 
upon the tremendons heap behind the 
house of Nicholas Haberland, on Champlain 
street, near the Mariners’ Chapel. Like many 
of his neighbors, he had neves paid much atten- 
tion to the constantly accumulating ioad, nor 
would he, nor any one eise in the neighborhood, 
have bothered about it without a Warning of 
some very shocking character. Strange to say, 
last year this house was moved by a land-slide. 
So far as we have been enabled to learn, the 
lower portion of the - house, a two-story wooden 
structure, was occupiéd by the family of the 
owner, Nicholas Haberland, and his family of 
four souls. The upper flat was rented by John 
Gibson, whose family was composed of his wife 
and five children, and in the attics was Mr. 
Haberland’s mother, a bed-ridden woman of 75 
years of age. A sudden crash about 9 o'clock 
was the signal of the impending catastrophe, for 
a huge mass of snow had fallegin the rear of 
the house. The old woman tried to 
give an alarm, and John Gibson's voice 
was heard calling to his wife, who had just en- 
tered the house from a visit to a neighbor across 
the road. Nearly everybody was in bed at the 
time, but Haberlend and his wife, who were for- 
tunately saved, with their children. Soon there 
was another crash, and this was the crack of 
doom for the inmates of the house. The enor- 
mous masses of show pdised on the almost per- 

ndicular face of the cliff came down witha 

urious force, and for a moment there was 
nothing but a whiri of fleecy white anda storm 
of scattering timbers. The house was wrecked in 
a flash, as it were, and its unfortunate inmates 
buried in a living grave. There was no time for 
preparation for their dread fate for them, in a 
moment, in the twinkling of an eye, they were 
involved in destruction. The neighborhood 
and a ew min- 
utes after ths wreek of the house 
there were hundreds busy with epade and 
shovel trying to extricate from the mass of 
debris spr across the street the bodies of the 
inmates of the house. For neariy an hour there 
was hard work with the constantly-increasing 
crowd preesing around, but the police soon iu- 
terfered and enabled those who were in earnest 
to work unimpeded. The Haberland family— 
father, mother, and three children—were taken 
out alive and well. They were immediately con- 
veyed into the grocery store of Mr. Manning, op- 
posite, where they were bospitably accommo- 
dated, and in the meantime the search went on. 
John Gibson’s body was next found, and taken 
into Manning’s and laid on a lounge. His face 
was placid, and he bore no appearance of pain, 
but, from the state of his clothing, we should say 
that he made a fearful struggle with death. A 
little girl was next recovered from the ruins 
and laid on the floor in the kitchen. Then 
there was found eticking through the snow 
a portion of the clothing of Mr. Haberland’ 
mother-in-law, and she was shortly afterw 
recovered, but in a frightfully mangled condition 
in consequence of the chimney having fallen on 
ber. Mrs. Gibson was next found. had evi: 
dently been dead about an hour and was still 
warm. Her death seemed to have been attended 
with sufféring. The children were gradually re- 
covered, and they looked, with the exception of 
little Kate, just as peaceful as when they were 
put to bed. Fiver children it would be bard to 
find than the little bodies lying on either side of 
their mother on the floor of Mrs. Mannine’s kitch, 
en. The dead are: 

Jobannva O'Keefe, wife of the late Patrick Hab- 
erland, aged 75 years. 

John Gibson, laborer, aged 35 years. 

Mary O’Brien, his wife, aged 36 years. 

Their children, John Francis, 0; Mary, 8; 
Richard, 6; Catherine, 4; and Eliza Ann, the 
baby, whose body was not recovered when we left 
at $ o'clock this morning, aged 1 year. A terti- 
ble death-roll indeed.

THE FOUNDLINGS' HOME. | 
The last number of the Chicago Foundlings’ 
Record, a paper published in the interest of the 
Foundliogs’ Home of this city, contains the 
fourth aubual report of the Home. It is a rot- 
rospective glance at the work done since the 
founding of the Home rather than of what has 
been accomplished since the last annual report. 
Many of the facts are of sufficient interest to 
bear reproduction. The fourth year of its 


existence closed on the 29th of January, 
up to which date over 1,000 children 
have been taken in, most of them He- 


gitimate, but still many the offspring of parents 
who were forced o part sith them through 
pressure of hard times. The total number of 
children taken into toe Home during the past 
year was 300, of whom seventy were given away. 
During the year 100 women were employed as 
wet-purses. The report coutaius a thorough de- 
scription of the house, the cost of which up to 
dace is stated at 510, 887. 17, and upon which there 
is a debt of $12,009.53. Since the 
Home was opened $23,951.06 have been 
received for current expenses, and $29,820.21 
for builkiing the new Home. II is claimed by 
the mans ers of the Home that since it opened 
the crime of infanticide has been substantially 
suppressed in the city; that before it opened 
the Coroner heid an inquoat ona foundling a 
day, while now he only holds about one a mouth. 
These statistics are vital, and ought to recom- 
mend the institution as worthy of tue support of 
those who have the growth of the city at heart,

Tue Taro last November published a list 
of the gambling-houses in this city, and of the 
buildings in which they were located, and the 
names of the landlords thereof. That list was 
designed, not to serve asa guide to gambling- 
houses, but to inform the landlords aforesaid 
that their premises were used for dis- 
reputable aod unlawful purposes. It was 
chaiitably inferred that these owners 
of bnildings were pot aware. of the 
character of some of their tenantry. It was 


hoped, upon being put in possession of the in- 
formation, they would basten to clear them- 
selves from the liability to public censure, and 
to redeem the reputation of their elegant struct- 
ures. 

It is not known that any of them acted upon 
that information. 

NONE OF THE TROUBLES 
which have made gambling a rather precarious 
and uncertain pursuit recently have arisen 
from laudlords. The hells that line Clark, 
Dearborn, and other business thoroughfares, oc- 
cupy uamolested quarters in elegant blocks 
owned by people of wealth and the highest re- 
spectability. Ine pay their rents, aud no ques- 
tion are asked. If the owner of the buildig in 
which islocated one or perbaps more of these glit- 
tering hellholes is approached oa the subject, he 
PROFESSES AN UTTER IGNORANCE 
of the fact, votwithstandinog it is of common 
repute. His excuse will be, that he leased 
no apartments for gaming purposes, but if they 
are thus used after the execution of the lease, be 
is not responsible, and, as he is not personally 
awace of the fact, he caahot be expected to in- 
ierfere or act upon mere hearsay. 
THY. LAW 

in reference to the leaso:s of premises for gam- 
bling purposes is very defective. or they mizht, 
through au application of the legal goad, bé in- 
duced to bestir themselves in the interest of 
common decency. But it seems that the 
law requires, in o. der to convict, that there must 
be proof that, when the premises were leased or 
rented, they were so leased and rented for gam- 
bling purposes. It must besbown that, when (he 
lease was made, the owuer knew it was for a 
gaming-house. The law, it will be seen, is most 
readily circumvented. The lessee receives the 
lease upon almost any representation but the 
right one, aud turos the premises thus reaved 
into a gaming-den as soon thereaiter as he 


pleases. 
The gambling-houses, therefore, find very 
STRONG AND USEFUL ALLIES 

in the persons of their landlords. As long as 
they are aesured that they will not be dispos- 
sessed of their quarters, they can rally their 
frieuds around, always havea well-known head- 
quarters for the boys, and can ply their game 
more or less in spite of the autnorities. 


Could the law reach the owvers of the build- | 


ings thus sheltering these hordes of thieving 
scoundrels, and punish them as it may punish 
gamblers themselves, the nomadic existence 
which the fraternity would be cbliged to follow 
would inte:fere most seriously with the success, 
pleasure, and profit of their business. Gam- 
bling, to be attractive, needs the accessories with 
which it is always surrounded. To allure 
the class of people op whom gamblers 
chiefly live and thrive, it must be sumptaous iu 
ite appointments and dazzling in its glare and 
glitter. Driven to garrets and ont-of-the-way 
places, it would starve. One of the most disas- 
trous things that could befali the evil would be 
to drive it from its present luxurious stiong- 
holds and close every meaus of its procuring 
others.
